of the Power and Authority of the ſame, under the pain of Treaſon, - + = 

Likewiſe by the laft a& of the 3 Par. of X. F. 5, and by che 33» AR of the firſt Par. of 
K, J. 6, all burning of Houſes or Corn, and wilfal fireerifing is declared Treaſon, and the

Eikewiſe by common Laws and pradtice of this Kingdom, all Concealers and noe Ro, 
yealers of any malicious purpoſe of putting any violent hands on the ſacred perſon of our 
Dread Soyeraign the Kings Majeſty, or purpoſe of killing or putting him co Death; and all 
Adviſers, Cennſellers, Aiders, Abettors or Havers ofrany acceſſions there to, are punis 
(hable xs Traytors. 

Nevertheleſs, *cis of verity, that you the ſaid Marqueſs of Argyle, baving laid aſide all 
fear of God, Loyalty to His Sacred Mzjefty, and co His Royal Father of ever blefſed Me- 
mory, nacural Ruty znd Aﬀeion ro your native Countrey and Countrey- men, ard reſpeR 
and obedience to che Laws of all well governed Realms, the Common Lew, and the Laws, 
Statutes, AQs of Parliament, and praftices of this Kingdom, and having trayterouſly in- 
tended and purpoſed the eradicating and ſubverting the fundaments] Government of this 
Kingdom: At leeft the enervating, viojaging, derogating, or impairing the Soverzign Au- 
thority, Royal prerogative of his Majeſty, and priviledge of the Crown, You ſor cartying 
on of your ſaid wicked purpoſe, havingpgathered and convocatedtogether in 4 hoſtile manner,

Eigbtly, Notwithſtandiog of the manifold aRs of mercy and favour, dignity, honeut 
and trait conferred vuPon you, by your then Dread Soveraign, for reclaiming of you from 
your difloya] and treafonable praQtices, plors and machinations, 3gainft His Sacred Perſon, 
Dignity and Anthori'y ; he being ſore preffed and reduced to great ſiraies and extremities 
by that Army of SeRtaries before mentioned, wich whom you bad formerly joyned as faid 
is, And haviog iathart exigence and difficulty rather cheſen from an innate principle of af- 
ſeRions of his Country-men. to caſt himlelf over inthe bands of the Army of bis Majefties 
$ubjeAs of his ancient Kingdom of Scorlnd, for ſhelter and preſeryation of Hig Royal Per- 
ſon. Nevetheleſs, you che ſaid Marqueſs of Argyle, being the chief Riogleader of that 
faQioOs party, who then ſwayed the Eftate and Afﬀairs both iv Council and armies in the 
ſaid Kingdom, did ſo contrive and cemplet, and by your influence ſo preyail, chat afcer 
all fair otier« made by his Majeſtie, and His carneſt defire to have come and lived in Scot- 
land, until tuch time as all differences in both Kingdoms had been ſercled ; That a preten- 
ded 4 of Pachament was made for abandoning and leaving His Majeftie to the d:{poſal 
and mercy ofche inveterate Enemies of His Majeitie and Government, the ſaid Armics of 
SeAaries, And that your aRing in, and acceſſions to the ſaid Aﬀair might be the more e. 
vident and Clear 3 andto aggravate your eminent and fiogular guile therein, you your ſelf 
went to London, Where you baſely vnder pretext of (atisfa&ion for the Arrears of che (aid 
Army, raiſed by the pretended Authority of the pretended Convention of Eftates, in anno 
1643. As ſaid is treacherouſly and Tresſonably, gave up, at leaſt condeſcended to the 
upgiving of your Dread Soveraiga and Maſter, and that as being 1mpowered ſo to do by 
the Kingdom of Scotland 3 and thereby did rub an indelible mark of reproach and infawy 
upon che whole Nation to ®l] generations, (o far as in youlay, And further to clear your 
foreſaid treaſonable dealing*, acceſſions ro, and correſpondency with that infamous party 
of che ſaid army, who carried on the (aid abominable and deteftable aR, you being at the 
ſame timein 4 pretended joynt Committee of borh Kingdoms, while as the Engliſh cherein 
did call in queftion wherher che Scots Army would fincerely copcur with them in cheir ſaid 
Treaſon and Treacl:erie, you after many argaments uſed in their Favours ; earneſtly defired 
them to have parience for a little time&it would z3ppearby ſemewhat ro the Officers of the 
Army,how far they icrtended go concur and go along with them. Likewiſe within few days 
atrer there was x Vindication and De:lzration emitted in nawe ofthe faid Armies, whereby 
it ws heid forch, that in caſe His Majeſty would noe condeſcend to 3ll the defires of both 
Kingdoms, which was no leis then the diveſting himſelf of all Regal Power, Civil, Ecclefial- 
tical or Milicary in State, Church or Armies, they would deliver bim up ; which imme- 
rang after the paymeat of 200200, Lib, baſely and Treaſonably was done by you and 
them, | 

Ninthly, In Anno 1648, Ris Majeſties Royal Father being conrrary to all Laws,Divine 
& Hamane,moeR anckrittianly barbarovſly & treaſonably detained and kept priſoner wichin 
aheCafitle of Nywport in the Ifle of Wight,by a party of Fatious,diſloyal and rebellious Sec.; 
earies : The Eftaces of Parliament then conveened by his Majeſties Aurhoruy, baving 
taken rhe ſaid inhumane, treaſonable and cruel uſage to ſerious confideration, they found 
this Kingdom epgaged in honour and Duty to reſent ſo horrid and unheard of cruelty and - 
leſen#jefty, and obliged to uſe their ntmoſe endeavotirs to relieve him one of the hands 0 
ſach wicked Ufurpers, and to reftere him to the former exerciſe of His Royal Anthoritie 
in Freedom, Honor, and Safctie ; for effeAuating whereof after all other fair ways ef. 
ſayed, tipon mature conſultation had, they found thy the only probable means was the 
reifing of an Army of His Majefties g ood Subjeftsy, which was accordingly Stature 29d 
Ocgained by AR of the ſaid Parlizment, ppaioſt the carrying on of which, ſo juſt lnudable 
and neceffary a dutie, you did moſt violently and eminently oppoſe your ſelf, nox Only by

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alſ> after the ſame was paſt in an aR of Parliament, you did moR "contemptuouſly 'and 
treaſonably publickly diflene from,and enter a Protefiation 2painſt theſame; and, not be- 


i g therewith content, after che ſaid Armie in purſuance of their Dutie end allegiance 


had marched into His Majeſties ſaid Kingdom ol Ergiand, you ſhortly thereafter in the 
moneth of in contempt of the aforeſaid Authoritie, and agaialt the preſer- 
vation of His MajeſiiesPerſon and Authority; Did moſt creaſonably convocate an Army 
of fatious, ſeditious and Rebellious SubjeRs in oppoliticn to the ſaid Arwie, and there= 
with committed divers 2nd ſundry outrages, murthers, ſlavghrer, plunders and vaſta- 
tions u1 pon the perſons and eftates of diverg of His Majeſties good Subjeas, and therewith 
invaded ſeveral Cities and Caſtles, ſeized thereupon, and upon the Magazen with frm 
and Ammunition therein: And at that time the faid Rebellious army of SeRarics of 
Englend, being upon the borders, you fearing and apprehending chat the force and power 
raiſed by you ſhould not. be able to withfiand His Majcſties good and Loyal Subje&s, who 
were then riſen and ready tO riſe in Arms for aſſerting and vindicating His Majefties Juſt 
Authority, youdid moſt baſely, treacherouſly and treaſonably call into your aid and Ailif= 
rance the ſaid Armie of Sefariers Likewile you your {elf went in perſon to the Houſe of 
Mordington belonging to the Lord Mordir8tciom within 2 mile of the Engliſh borders to

amined about it 3 which 1 can preſently inſtruct. And during,my Lord, my 
being in E-eland neither in Londox nor Nexcaſile in anno 1647. There wag 
not anything ſo much as mentioned concerning his late Majeſties perſon ; all 
that ever] heard of,. was in publick Parliament 1647. The Commiſſioners 
papers at Londox, and the Committee Books at NewcaFle will clear this fully.

The third Calumny is, That which breeds a great part of theſe 'gronndleſs 
Clamours ( tho it be not in the Indiment ) is my Lord Marquis of Hurtly's 
death ; wherein 1may truly ſay, I was ascarneft to preſerve him, as poſſibly 
I could, ( which is very well known to many in this Honourable Houſe )and 
my not prevailing, may ſufficiently evidence I had not ſo great a ftroke nor 
power inthe Parliament as is lybelled 3; And, my.

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Nobleman, the juſt Inventory of their Debts, amounting ts abcutone mil- 
lion of N:crks, in anc 1640. It would 1 fear,my Lord, conſume teo much 
of the Paj}1zments precicus time, to hear many other circumſtances to make 
this particular more clear, which | ſhall at this time forbear. 

The fourrh Calumny 1s, the death of the Marquisof Moztroſe; There are 
many in this Houſe, my Lord, who know very well I refuſed to meddleeither 
in the matter or manner ot itzand ſofar were we frombavingany particularQuar* 
_ rels at one another, that in azxo 1645, heand [I were fully agreed upon Ar- 
ticles and Conditions contained in aTreaty paſtbetwixt us;theGentleman is yet 
alive who carried the meſſages both by Word and Writing betwixt us; and it 
was neither his faulc nor mine thatthe buſineſs did not end at that time, which 
is kown to all, proved very obnoxious to: the Kingdom thereafter. 

Thefitth Calumny is concerning my dealing with the E: g/;ſpafter Worceſter 
fight; Iris well known, my Lord, to many, that my felt, and rhe Gentlemen 
of Argyleshire, my Kinimen, Viflalsand Tennents, endeavoured cordially to 
engage all their Neighbours about them on all hands,againſt the Exg/isþ,which 
they did nor prevail in, but was moſt unhappily made known to the English 
Commanders for the time; which they cau ed immediaily publiſh, as a yery 
notable Diſcovery, in their newsBooks; which occafioned two ſad diſad van- 
tages to us: for they notonly craſhed our Attempts in the infancy, bur alſo de.
